Begiiming with the founding of Cleveland in 1796, Fine Arts in Cleveland 
traces the evolution of popular taste through the 19th century, covers the establishment of most 
of the city’s great cultural institutions in the early 20th century, assesses the present state of the 
arts in Cleveland, and looks to the future.
